Fear Allayed, 
Kato Is Eager 
to Avert War 


BY PHILIP KINSLEY. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 13.—[{Spe- 
cial.]—Optimism marked the attitude 
of the Japanese delegates toward the 
American limitation program today. 

The bold, frank, open move of 
America toward peace in the Pacific 
has convinced the Japanese at least 
of one thing. That is that America 
is not her enemy. . 

This thought was expressed tonight 
by both Admiral Baron Kato and 
Prince Tokugawa in brief addresses 
made at.a reception given to news- 
paper correspondents at the Shoreham 
hotel by the Japanese ambassador. 

They showed that up to the present 
they have held fears of America and 
have been building their navy with 
this apprehension in mind. Secretary 
Hughes’ speech obliterated these fears 
and made some sort of an agreement 
certain. 

Fear Spurred Their Activities. 

“Japan brings to this conference 
only proffers of friendship and seeks 
only friendship from it,” Baron Kato 
said. “The costs of armament have 
become so heavy that they are a bur. 
den hampering productive activity 
throughout the world, and Japan, like 
other countries, rejoices at the pros- 
pect of relief that is offered. 

“ Civilization must put an é@nd to the 
swollen armaments of the world or 
else armament will put an end to civi- 
lization. 

“Up to the present, Japan hon had 
fears which have caused her to con- 
tinue building, but her navy has al- 
ways been defensive. It has never 


to rival either of the two greatest nav- 
ies of the world, 

And I am now happy to. believe 
that whatever fears she might have 
entertained can be and will be dissi- 
pated’ by free and frank’ intérchange 
of views at the present conference. 

Admits Our Greater Resources. 


“The public pronouncements of the 
secretary of state at the inaugural! ses- 
sion of the conference have clarified 
the situation. Meantime, assurance 
from us is unnecessary; the great dis- 
tance that lies between our shores and 
those of America and the supremacy 
of the United States in wealth, and 
resources make needless any words 
that we could pledge.

The Chicago Association of Commerce is address- 
ing communications to organizations of like char- 
acter throughout the mid-west to awaken the in- 
dustrial and commercial and agricultural people 
to their interests and the interests of this section 
of the country in the Panama canal tolls. The 
exemption of coastwise shipping given in the Borah 
bill which haz passed the senate is a subsidy of 
seaboard industry at the expense of inland indus- 
try and inland congressmen are asleep. 

The purpose of the present activity is to wake 
them up. They lack either a comprehension of 
the rights of the districts they represent or the 
energy to defend their own constituents against 
injustice.

NEWSPAPERS AND 
PROPAGANDA. 


Prof. Brown of the Columbia School of Journal- 
ism contributes to the North American Review a 
timely article on the growth of a new journalism 


journalism proper. This is propaganda, whose in- 
strument of infection is the press agent. 

A quarter century ago the press agent was the 

genial, flamboyant herald of the circus and the 
theatrical show, winning reluctant paragraphs 
from condescending editors er lighting up a dull 
news day with some obvious canard which made 
no claim on any one’s credence. But now, as Prof. 
Brown says, “the press agent belongs to a numer- 
ous, well recognized, and well paid professiqgn. His 
handsomely furnished office is next door to that 
of the president of the great corporation; he is the 
consultant of the organizers of great philanthro- 
pies, the mouthpiece of political leaders, the win- 
dow dresser of government departments. He lays 
upon the desks of the leading newspapers every 
day ‘enough copy to fill their pages—news, edito- 
rial, and advertising—twice over. And he suc- 
ceeds in getting enough printed to earn his salary 
to the satisfaction of his employer, to establish 
his own importance in the eyes of publicity seek- 
ers, and to color effectually the picture of Ameri- 
can life and its supposedly spontaneous movements 
presented to the American people.” 
_ Prof. Brown traces the beginnings of this pseudo- 
journalism back to the time when certain great 
corporations began to realize that the aphorism 
ascribed to one of the Vanderbilts, “The public 
be damned,” was not a profitable guide. But it was 
during the war that propaganda made a great 
advance under the guise of patriotic service. To 
give uncritical publicity to government announce- 
ments, to help mobilization of public effort and 
create the morale necessary to sustain it and in- 
duce sacrifices, was a duty which the press ac- 
knowledged and performed regardless of profes- 
sional or private standards. But under the guise 
of public service the habit and custom of propa- 
ganda have grown, and we agree with Mr. Brown 
that it constitutes today a serious evil with increas- 
ing possibilities which need to be checked. 

We doubt, however, that it is among leading 
journals that the evil is serious. A newspaper like 
Tue Trisunz, though inundated with prepared 
matter, is too highly energized in its own organ- 
ization to have space for outside contributions, 
even when these are above reproach. It is too 
jealous of its own personality and too full of things 
to say for itself. We hear much of foreign propa-. 
ganda, but THe TRIBUNE maintains its own serv- 
ice spread from Peking to Paris, from London to 
Constantinople, and the difficulty is to find s 
for what they gather. 

In domestic news, resistarice to propaganda is 
so effectual in such newspapers that special pleas 
have been compelled to take to the advertising col- 
umns, where their source is disclosed and they 
have a legitimate publicity. 

Nevertheless, this is not true of many news- 
papers, and we agree with Mr. Brown that Amer- 
ican editorship, which in the main has been jealous 
of its function and hostile to propagandism and 
“inspired” pronouncement, as the continental 
press has never been, should keep a stricter guard 
against this new invasion. Mr. Brown well says 
that “the essence of journalism is its autonomous 
expression of itself as an interpreter of society.” 
It is unescapably responsible for what it gives 
publicity and should be careful that advocacy and 
partisanship should show their character to the 
most casual of readers. It does not always defend 
what may deserve defense, but if it admits special 
pleading to its forum it should not permit it to 
be disguised. “ Neither the accuracy of a joyrnal’s 
news,” writes Mr. Brown, “nor the justness of its 
opinions is half.as important to society as cer- 
tainty that whatever it publishes is the result of 
its own independent outlook on the world in the 
capacity of a public watchman. That is its pro- 
fession; that is its trust.”

CALIFORNIA’S LESSON. | 
N the course of the campaign in Call- 
fornia last year the people were told 
some plain facts about the smalipox 
situation in that state. In conse- 
quence a proposal to prevent vaccination 
was defeated by 110,000 majority at a ref- 
erendum. 

The facts told by Prof. Force of the 
‘State university were these: 
* Eighty per cent of the school children 
of California are now unvaccinated. In 
consequence smallpox again has become 
a children’s disease, as it was in the 
days before vaccination. California has 
gone back two hundred years and now 
is in the condition that Scotland was in 
when that country did not protect its 
children against smallpox. 
In 1916 the total number of cases 


department was 91. In 1916, 248; 1917, 
829; 1918, 1,100; 1919, 2,053; 1920, 4,486. | 
Of the 1920 cases 92 per cent had never 
been vaccinated, 7 per cent had been 
vaccinated, but more than five years be- 
fore the attack, while but 1 per cent had 
been vaccinated within five years of the 
attack of smallpox. 


But our story relates principally to 
the vaccination of school children. In 
1916, 1918, and 1919 it was children be- 
tween 5 and 8 yeams of age who had 
most of the smallpox. The second high 
water mark was in persons 38 to 40 
years of age; but this group had only 
about half as much smallpox as did the 
school kiddies. 

In 1919, 855 children of school age and 
younger had smallpox. Twenty-one 
babies under 1 and 25 babies between 
1 and 2, 38 children 3 years old, and 47 
4 years old had the disease. + The re- 
mainder were kindergartners and chil- 
dren of school age. 

What do you think of that for a dark 
age record?

KEEP TAB ON COWS AND 
ELIMINATE POOR ONES. 


When the dairy herd is brought in 
from the pasture out of the stormy, 
cold weather and kept in the barn the 
feed bill soon begins to climb. It is 
then time to get rid of the cows that 
are not paying a good profit above the 
expense of feeding. 

It is important to cull out the poor 
producers, especially at this time of the 
year, when concentrated feeds must 
be fed in larger quantities and the 
production of milk is decreasing. 

Milk can only be produced econem- 
ically by cows that are capable of fair- 
ly high production. Low producers 
eat just about as much feed and re- 
quire as much attention. They at 
least eat more in proportion to the 
amount of milk they produce. . 
Records of every cow must be kept 
in order that the value of each indi- 
vidua! may be determined. But rec- 
ords are worthless unless properly in- 


records of the entire herd {fs of little 
value unless the record of each cow 
is kept separately. The only way to 
eliminate the inferior cows is to study 
their individual records. 

\ Simple records will tell the stogy if 
they are kept properly. The milk must 
be systematically weighed, sampled, 
and tested throughout the seagon. 
Short tests are not real indications of 
a cow's actual worth, because some 
cows may give an abundance of rich 
milk at this time of the While the 
average throughout the lactation 
period may be low.

No market should be better aware than 
New York of the extent to which ex- 
change rates would be favorably infiu- 
enced by such evidence of financial re- 
sources and good faith. When the 
American banks, against the warnings 
of people who predicted resultant col- 
lapse of credit facilities, decided in Oc- 
tober, 1914, to send gold abroad to t 
their accruing foreign liabilities, the 
almost immediate result was the turn 
of foreign exchange from a premium of 3' 
per cent against New York to a dis- 
‘eount of 2 to 3 per cent in our favor.
